New York, Nov. 25.—One of the 


.ftrgest fires for some time past in this 
city, to'ojj pla^.this morning. 
^:^lfirt^|ffe'ro>S'7 o^lock, fire wai 
discovered in the stable ofiheJiighUi 
Avenue jlorse Car^Bailroad, and 
notwithstanding that within five 
minutes after the discovery^ fully 
Forty streams of water were turned 
upon the blazing building, it was not 
until there was nothing further for 
;hc flames to feed upon, that th»-fire- 
men obtained the mastery.

When these caught fire the 


radden burstingof the bars that bound 
the bales Jcaused an explosion that 
shattered the side of the building, and

»nd a shout S£ horror went up from 
the spectators. Thfiir comrades in- 
itantly fell to the work of rescue, 
and sooa all were recovered, bruised; 
bleeding and insensible, Mount had 
his skull and leg fractured, and wai 
also injured internally.

The Eighth Avenue Car Sta- 
bles Burned—Loss, 
$250,000. 


One Hundared Horses Perish 
in the Flames. 


Two Firemen Killed and Ser- 
eral Others Injured. 


Thrilling Scenes Enacted About 
the Burning Buildings. 


TKRRIBLK CONFLAGRATION. 


New York, Nov. 25.—One of the 
largest fires ior some time past in this 
city, took place this morning. 


7 «»block, fire wa« 
discovered in the stable of the Eighth 
Avenue 
Jlorse Car Eailroad, and 
notwithstanding that 
within 
five 
minutes after the discovery, fully 
forty streams of water were turned 
upon the blazing building, it was not 
until there was nothing further for 
the flames to feed upon, that th» fire- 
men obtained the mastery. 


The stables were in a four story 
brick building fronting 200 feet on 
Eighth avenue and 400 feet on Forty- 
ninth and Fiftieth streets. lu the rear 
on the Ninth street side a 
>V'njJERNi:S3 OJ- CABPEN'JICR ANO 


WAÜO.V SHOPS 
and mountains of old barrels, many 
thousands stacked to a height of forty 
feet. These were saved by the eiforti 
of the firemen who from the begin- 
ning specially directed their efforts to 
this point to 
PREVENT A GENERAL CONFLACXA- 
TION. 


among the tenement houses on Ninth 
avenue. Almost before the movememt 
to save the stock in the stables could 
be made, the flames ro-^a instantane- 
ously from the windows on Fiftieth 
and Forty-ninth streets, and it became 
clear that the building was 


DOOMED TO DESTRUCTION. 
Cars stored on the ground floor were 
riin out and .»«avecl. 
Horses stalled 
on the upper floors were untied and 
run down inclined 
planes to the 
ground. There were nearly 800, and 
tiie work of getting them out was 
one of great difficulty and danger. 
Blinded by the smoke and frightened 
by the flames, they kiciced and reared, 
and over 100 had to be abandoned to 
destruction. 
Their 


I'lTEOUS WHINNERING 
could be heard above the roar of 
flames. 
The three upper floors were 
one vast sheet of flames. Two brick 
buildings, one a liquor store and the 
other a restaurant, cut into the stable 
building on the corner, were saved. 
At this point in the stables an im- 
mense quantity of hay in bales was 
stored. 
When these caught fire the 
sudden bursting of the bars that bound 
the bales fcaused an explosion that 
shattered the Bide of the building, and 
threw the brick wall into the street. 
It fell with a crushing force upon the 
ladder upon which were Chief Camp- 
firem»»i ,TohR Welch, of engine 


8, attd fiiceàïéh iÉenry G. Mount 
i^okn Began, of the same compa^^ 
£ach and all were 
SURXSD ITXDER THE SMOitlîiîë MASS. 
And a sholtt bf httiror went up from 
BpectaUtta.^ Their comrades in- 
stantly fell to the work of rescue, 
and soon all were recovered, bruised, 
bleeding and insensiblev MoUtit liad 
his skull and leg fractured, and was 
also injured internally. He died an 
hour afterwards in the hospital. Re- 
gan had a leg broken, and was badly 
cut.; 


Chief Campbell and Foreman Welsh 
were painfully but not seriously hurt, 
and remained on duty. 


Hardly had the firemen and specta- 
tors recovered from the excitement 
caused by the falling wall when it 
was rumored that a fireman had 
FALLEN INTO THE BURNING BUILD- 
ING, 


but a muster of companies later 
showed all the men present except 
those taken to the hospital. 
Soon 
afterwards the walls on Fiftieth street 
fell with a crash. The flames leaped 
across the street, threatening the houss 
there. The occupants fled, and a 
thief attempting to enter was nabbed 
and hustled off to the police station. 
The firemen gave their attention en- 
tirely now 
to the surrounding 
property, the »tables being a mass of 
ruins. Éy 10 o'clock all danger of 
the spread of the fire was over, and a 
number of engines were sent to their 
quarters. Others remain pouring wa- 
ter upon the dying flames.

Joe River when the 
jvells cave out, and he thought that 
Bass, Simons & Co.'s proposition was 
the best for the city, and the canal 
water was the best that could be had 
but there was too mnch personal spite 
to speak of that plan successfully. 
Prof. Chandler, of New York, rather 
condemned the St, ,Ìoe River water; 
and hcj thè speaketj was certain that 
the railroad companies would not Use 
well water under any consideration, 
and right theie one large source of 
ieteüue ifould be lost. 
If the works 
caii be iüä chfeajijer by using water 
power the council should certainly 
3e willing to entertain that plan; 
the council should economize, and 
there is a saving in the original outlay 
of over $6,000 in favor of water pow- 
er, and ho defied Mr. Cook or anyone 
else to show a city where.the actual 
cost of steam power was as low as rep- 
resentéd by Cook's report. 
Practice 
and expedience fcas shown that it will 
cost about $10,000 to pump 1,000,000 
gallons, 
while 
by water power it 
would cost only about $4,000, 


Councilman 
Hettler 
denied 
the 
charge made that Cook was bull-dozed 
into making bin report to suit certain 
parties, and showea a letter from Indi- 
anapolis showing that wells were a 
success, and he denied that the ques- 
tion of supply or power was a matter 
of enmity; bat he w.as afraid, on the 
other hand, the opposition were influ- 
enced by personal friendship, and as 
far as Bass, Simons & Co.'s proposition 
was concerned it was not legal. 
That 
contract had never been advertised for, 
and it could not be legal unless adver- 
tised for. 


The coimcil must either accept or 
reject the contract now before them. 


The 
speaker 
acknowledged 
that 
water power would be cheaper if the 
power was reliable, if it was a living 
stream, but who could give security 
that the dam will be where it is to- 
morrow morning. The source of water 
power is entirely unreliable. 


Councilman Muhler 
stated 
that 
Bas.s, Simons & Co. made three propo- 
iiitions, and that the question of power 
was a decided saving to the people, as 
they offered to furnish 
the water 
for pumping 3,000,000 gallons for 
$1,500, while by steam the cost vv'ould 
be not less than $10,000. 


The people of this city don't know 
and don't understand 
this question 
properly, but the time will come when 
they will understand it, and will see 
that the council are to-night trying to 
^ist 
upon tho people an outrage- 
ous swindle. 


Councilman Bash said that 
the 
question to-night was whether to ac- 
cept or reject the contract of 
the 
Holly compan)'. 


Councilman Hettler stated that the 
canal was impracticable; no one knew 
who the canal belonged to, nnd the 
United States judiciary committee is 
investigating the matter, as the attor- 
ney general has reported that the con- 
tract of the canal company has been 
violated, 
and 
the 
city would 
be 
in danger of 
being 
made 
a 
par- 
ty 
to 
the 
suit 
should 
one 
be 
instituted. Besides the City mill8,Orfrs 
mill and the woolen mill have already 
leased the canal, and the city wouUi 
have to take the fourth chance in the 
matter. 


Councilman Muhler read and ex- 
plained the proposition of the cana 
company, but did not object to one or 
two engines, but he did not believe 
that the engine recommended was a 
good one. 


Councilman McKean said that the 
title of the feeder canal wns not to 
be questioned, also that the canal 
would be deepened to meet all demands. 
All the power required to pump the 
city's water would not exceed 
fifty 
horse power. He 
further favored a 
contract 
v>ith 
the 
canal 
com- 
pany to do everything, hire men and 
all, and thus the city would run no 
risfc whatever. 


Councilman Hamilton said that he 
did not personally know enough as to 
which was the best plan and he must 
be governed either by the opinion of 
the engineer or the opinion of Bass. 
Simons & Co., and for bis part he felt 
obliged to be governed by the opinion 
of Engineer Cook, 


Councilman McKean made a motion 
to refer the matter to J, D, Cook for 
him to report on the advisability of 
the use of steam or Water power which 
wa.s seconded by Councilman Wilkin- 
son. 


(Jouncilman Bash objected to re- 
ferring it back to the engineer as he 
had already reported at length on this 
subject. 


Councilman Chittenden said he did 
not think any emergency existed for 
the immediate 
confirmation of tho 
engine contract. 


Councilman McKean pledged him- 
self to vote according to Cook's report 
if it was so referred. 


Trustee McCulloch said that Mr. 
Cook had said that engines 
were 
necessary.
